Pensioner scares off 
late-night lead thieves 


LATE-night thieves fled empty- 
handed when a feisty pensioner 
caught them struggling to rip roof 
lead off his porch. 

Pyjama-clad John Clotworthy 
sent the pair scarpering when he 
suddenly pulled back the curtains 
and yelled at them. 

The drama unfolded earlier this 
month when unearthly noises 
roused Mr Clotworthy from his 
sleep at 2.30am on a Sunday morn¬ 
ing. 

He initially feared intruders had 
entered his home in East Street, 
Crewkerne, and got up to chal¬ 
lenge them. 

“I heard a rattling noise and 
thought someone was in the house. 
That’s what really disturbed me,” 
he said. 

But when he realised the noise 
was coming from outside, he sud¬ 
denly pulled open the curtains 
round the window above his porch 
- and found himself staring at a 
startled burglar.

“I started shouting ‘Get out! Get 
out!’. He did! 

“One was perched on the roof of 
the porch and another was standing 
on a garden bench.” 

Mr Clotworthy had only a mo¬ 
mentary glimpse of the pair, whom 
he described as “fit and fairly 
young”. 

The one on the roof jumped 
down and fled with his accomplice 
into the night. 

Mr Clotworthy and his wife 
Geraldine have lived in their 15th 
century home for the last 17 years. 

Burglars have twice before tar¬ 
geted the lead on their porch, 
which covers an area the size of a 
single bed. 

He added: “This was a carbon 
copy of what happened before. 

“Four-years-ago they managed to 
pull it off completely. 

“The builders who replaced it put 
it back with very strong glue.

“Two-years-ago, they had an¬ 
other go at pinching it. They stole 
some flashing bits and tried to lift 
the rest off, but they couldn’t and 
left it. 


“And this time I disturbed them.” 

Mr Clotworthy estimated that the 
bill to repair the mangled lead 
would run into hundreds of 
pounds. 


Concerns over pharmacy late night opening hours 


WEARY neighbours living 
opposite a busy GP surgery 
fear more nocturnal noise 
and nuisance when a new 
late-night pharmacy opens 
later this year. 

The Crewkerne Health 
Centre in Middle Path has 
ambitious plans for a mod¬ 
ern pharmacy for use by its 
patients. 

As part of the scheme, the 
surgery wants permission to 
erect three illuminated signs 
on outside walls. 

But it emerged at Crewk¬ 
erne Town Hall this month 


that not everyone is happy. 

Members of the town’s 
planning committee voiced 
their own disquiet about the 
illuminations and learnt that 
neighbours have “serious 
concerns” too. 

A Mr and Mrs Everett put 
their fears in a letter to both 
the town council and South 
Somerset District Council, 
which will rule on the appli¬ 
cation shortly. 

The pair cited anxieties 
about the pharmacy opening 
for at least 14 hours every 
day of the week, and also

about “the type of drugs that 
will be supplied, and to 
whom”. 

They added: “Our main 
concern, which I am sure is 
also of concern to our imme¬ 
diate neighbours, is the sad 
fact that there is a need to 
open a pharmacy for what 
will be more than 14 hours 
per day, seven days-a-week. 

“Surely it would have been 
better to have located it on 
the hospital site, or in the 
town centre, rather than in a 
residential part. 

“We do have serious con¬ 
cerns on this issue, and the 
impact it will have on the 
sale of our house, when that 
time comes. 

“When we moved here 
ten-years-ago, we had no 
idea of the volume of traffic 
dropping-off and picking-up 
patients - disabled, parent 
and toddler, taxis and deliv¬ 
ery vehicles. 


“Things improved a year 
or so ago when the health 
centre closed on a Saturday. 

“Whenever we have visi¬ 
tors or a delivery, we have to 
warn people that it is some¬ 
times difficult to park or get 
into our driveway. 

“When the pharmacy is 
open out of surgery hours, I 
would anticipate patients 
will continue to park directly 
in front of our house when 
using the pharmacy.” 

The couple added that it 
was difficult to judge what 
impact the proposed illumi¬ 
nated signs would have. 

But they had been “assured 
by the practice manager that 
these lights will be switched 
off when the centre is not in 
use”. 

Crewkerne planning chair¬ 
man Robin Pailthorpe told 
his colleagues: “I believe the 
pharmacy will be late-night. 
These are illuminated signs 


which, generally, we are not 
enthusiastic about.” 

Councillor Angie Single- 
ton questioned the need for 
so many signs. 

Her colleagues agreed with 
a proposal limiting the num¬ 
ber of signs to two and hav¬ 
ing them turned off when the 
premises were closed. 

■ A STATEMENT on the 
health centre’s website 
states: “The pharmacy will 
remain open when the sur¬ 
gery is open and will also 
stay open late in the 
evenings and at weekends. 

“We do not anticipate there 
to be any increase in traffic 
or parking problems as a 
consequence of the develop¬ 
ment. 

“In fact, with the provision 
of home delivery of medica¬ 
tions, there may well be a 
fall in traffic.”

Bid for blackout curtains 

COUNCIL tax-payers are to help pay for £2,500 of 
blackout curtains needed by FilmCrew, the monthly 
community movie club based in Crewkerne. 

The 125-member club recently applied to the 
town council for help as part of a drive to raise 
funds for much-needed curtains. 

Club chairman Rick Canning told civic chiefs at 
their February meeting: "Our shows take place at 
Wadham School, which is able to provide an audito¬ 
rium. 

"However, it is surrounded by corridors which 
allow extraneous light onto the screen.

Mr Canning added that the club was also applying 
to South Somerset District Council for help, and that 
the application stood a better chance of success if 
Crewkerne Town Council was prepared to chip-in. 

He added: "A lot of our members are elderly and 
tell us that they appreciate the homely atmosphere 
at the shows, and that they don't have to travel to 
Yeovil for the nearest cinema. 

"All the members appreciate the low cost of at¬ 
tending a local club, run by volunteers, in these diffi¬ 
cult financial times. 

"We do feel strongly that this is an appropriate use 
of town council funds as all sections of the local 
population will benefit from this enhanced facility." 

Members agreed with Mr Canning and voted to 
contribute £100 from general reserves, as the coun¬ 
cil's annual grants pot has already been exhausted. 

The club has been running for two years.

Got the stone, where's the plaque?

APPROPRIATELY for the Queen's Jubilee 
year, Crewkerne and District Museum 
and Heritage Centre has recently ac¬ 
quired the George V Jubilee stone 
which, volunteers believe, once resided 
on the bandstand at Henhayes recre¬ 
ation ground.

Sports club chairman Graham James 
confirmed that the stone had been part 
of the bandstand, which he thought 
had been removed when the Aqua Cen¬ 


tre was built and wondered what hap¬ 
pened to a brass plate that was on the 
gates of the grounds, then the George V 
Jubilee Memorial Playing Field. 

The museum trustees are keen for any 
photographs of the bandstand and any 
other information pertaining to the 
early days of the ground, before it was 
extended and re-named. They would 
particularly like the brass plate, if any¬ 
one has it in safekeeping.

MANOR Court Community Primary and Early Years Centre 
in Chard is already responding to its two recent Ofsted in¬ 
spections, following a period of disruption which led to the 
emergency replacement of the headteacher two years ago. 
The first, published in December 2011, recognised the good 
and outstanding work of the Early Years Centre which 
stated the "children flourish in a rich and inviting learning 
environment where their individuality is valued". 

The second, published recently, stated that in Foundation 
Stage ,Year 1 and 2 classes, teaching is good and the 
progress of children is good, that the school is improving 
"because of the clear direction of the headteacher and sen¬ 
ior staff" and that the school is "a calm and purposeful en¬ 
vironment". 

However, there is a Notice to Improve judgement relating 
to the overall achievement of pupils by the time they leave 
Manor Court which the school recognises needs to improve 
rapidly. 

Recent improved quality of teaching has ensured that the 
progress in Years 3,4,5 and 6 is broadly in line with national 
averages. Plans are already in action to ensure future im¬ 
provement. 

In response to this and with local authority support the 
school plans to: "reduce the variability of teaching by July 
2013, accelerate pupil progress by the end of Year 6 and 
focus on girls and middle-ability pupils in all plans to accel¬ 
erate their progress". 

A statement from the school governors said: "We recog¬ 
nise the improvement in the school and the fantastic work 
that the head and staff are doing to provide the pupils with 
a safe, happy environment in which to grow as learners." 

Headteacher Sarah Wellman, who was confirmed in her 
position last April, said:"Although we still have a lot of work 
to do, I am thrilled that the children and staff of Manor 
Court have been praised for their hard work and commit¬ 
ment. 

"The vast improvements already recognised by Ofsted will 
continue. Thank you to governors and parents andcarers - 
you have been a great support, ensuring that this school is 
now a happy and safe community ready to steam ahead!"

A CHARD resident who regularly jogs the 
old railway path between Chard and 
Ilminster, known as The Stop Line Way, 
is disappointed at the condition of the old tank 
traps along the stretch between Knowle St Giles 
and Chard. 

Ben Shipton, a 67-year-old ex-serviceman 
from the Queen’s Royal Regiment, has been try¬ 
ing to drum up help to clear undergrowth at the 
side of the path and restore the old tank traps, 
as was done at Donyatt Halt. 

Mr Shipton has become increasingly despon¬ 
dent at the lack of interest, having contacted 
Sustrans which has signs along the route stating 
its volunteers look after the pathway, and local 
councils. He has also placed posters along the 
route requesting volunteers, most of which have 
been torn down and thrown in the hedges. 

He said: “All I want is to see it put back to its 
former glory but I can’t do the work all myself, 
the old gun emplacement is full of rubbish and 
overgrown, some of the stones are covered in 
ivy but others have been displaced by under¬ 
growth and small trees, I have phoned Sustrans, 
the county and district councils but they all say 
they are not interested. I have also contacted 
Chaffcombe Parish Council and the rangers at 
the reservoir. 

“I have got to the point where I don’t know if 
it’s worth carrying on with this. I even con¬ 
tacted the prison service and they said they 
would bring a work party out but only if they 
were paid for petrol and there was a hut where 
their chaps could take a break. I just despair.” 

A neighbour has just stepped up to the mark 
to help but Mr Shipton would be happier if he 
could get a group of people together. He said: 
“I don’t know who owns the land that some of 
the stones are on and if we need any permission. 


There has to be someone who could help.” 

A similar passion by nature-loving Donyatt villager, the 
late Christine Kempston in the 80s, triggered the huge 
seven year restoration project at Donyatt Halt spear¬ 
headed by Brian Harper as part of the village plan in 
2002. The project was backed by South Somerset District 
Council and Somerset County Council, and the National 
Lottery Heritage Fund which provided £48,600 matched 
by £25,000 worth of voluntary work by local people. 

Shortly after the opening in June 2009 the section from 
Ilminster to Chard, involving Donyatt and Knowle St 
Giles, gained regional recognition by winning the Envi¬ 
ronment and Culture Award from Action for Market 
Towns. It was due to the fact that community groups and 
parish councils in each of the four settlements drove the 


project forward with Heritage Lottery Funding and the 
support of South Somerset District Council’s Area West 
Development and Countryside teams. At the time Mr 
Harper said the project was ongoing for the next 20 years 
and also involved the Wildlife Trust. 

The Stop Line Way is part of the planned Sustrans na¬ 
tional cycle route 33 between Bristol and Seaton on the 
Devon coast. The route goes from Bristol - Weston- 
Super-Mare - Highbridge - Bridgwater - Taunton - Ilmin¬ 
ster - Chard - Axminster - Seaton. The route is known as 
The Stop Line Way between Weston-Super-Mare and 
Seaton.

Claire said: “I thought I 
just had flu, it started with 
a sore throat which I put 
down tonsillitis which I 
got quite often. I was get¬ 
ting very tired and after a 
few days it just got worse. 
There was something at 
the back of my mind, it 
wasn’t like flu I’d had in 
the past and it just got 
worse. A few days later I 
got very very cold and sud¬ 
denly my legs felt like they 
were on fire and I couldn’t 
breathe poperly. I didn’t 
have a headache, or stiff 
neck or even sensitivity to 
light which can all be signs

of meningitis but I did have 
a temperature and body 
aches. I didn’t think I had a 
rash, although in intensive 
care they found one about 
the size of a 50 pence 
piece. My advice is, if you 
don’t feel like you are get¬ 
ting any better or you know 
deep inside something is 
just not right, don’t wait, 
get yourself checked out. 

“I remember being raced 
to intensive care and found 
out later I had kidney fail¬ 
ure, my stomach had shut 
down, my liver was on the 
brink of shutting down and 
one lung had collapsed. It 
was possible I wouldn’t 
survive the night. 

After two months in hos¬ 
pital, including two weeks 
in intensive care Claire, 
who was working at Chard 
Hospital, has been at home 
for a few months and after 
undergoing plastic surgery 
on her hands she is going 
to have the ends of her feet 
amputated. 

She is very pleased with 
the care she has received, 
not just for herself but for 
the whole family. 

Claire continued: “Every¬ 
one was afraid I would 
have brain damage but 
when I couldn’t speak be¬ 
cause of the tubes I bor¬ 
rowed Gavin’s phone so I 
could write some words to 
him and the doctors went 
crazy with excitement be¬ 
cause it was the first sign 
that I wasn’t brain dam¬ 
aged. 

“I was talking to the pros¬ 
thetics nurse and she made 
me feel so much better, I 
can have silicone finger 
tips and even toes if I want, 
it’s sort of like a sock you 
can put on and hide the join 
with an ankle bracelet so I 
can wear sandals in the 
summer. I know it’s purely 
aesthetic but it’s nice to 
know about. She suggested 
Ollie comes to physio with 
me too, to make it fun for 
both of us. I think it’s great 
how they are not just look¬ 
ing after me but my family 
too. 

“This has changed me, I 
feel so lucky to be alive. I 
was waiting to get de¬ 
pressed about it but I really 
haven’t thanks to everyone 
being so supportive. 

Gavin is wonderful, he 
works a physical job all 
day and then has to come 
home and look after Ollie 
and to some extent me, but 
hopefully after my opera¬ 
tion I will be able to do a 
bit more myself.”

CHARTERED accountant and amateur historian Robert Stone practises out of 
the old magistrates'courts in llminster. 

Although he was born in London, his father's family have been traced back 
300 years in Somerset. His grandfather, the youngest of three brothers born on 
a farm at Corfe, was forced to move and find work elsewhere. Sadly the farm 
went out of the family when the other brothers were killed in the war but there 
were other relatives within the farming community who made fun visits for the 
young Robert in the summer months. 

He went to university in Leeds where he met his wife Margaret and when they 
got married the decision to live in Yorkshire or Somerset was made when a job 
came up in Yeovil. 

After a few years the couple set up on their own, working from their home in 
Barrington. As the business grew and they took on three more people, the need 
for offices took them to llminster two years ago. 


• WHAT made you choose llminster? 

I was looking for a long time, it's actually 
difficult to find office space of the size we 
wanted. Gooch and Housego had moved 
out and it's a funny building because of 
the old police cells below which most 
people would consider wasted space. We 
use them to store our files which gives us 
more space in the office. 

Opening them up for Victorian night 
was fun, we had three people who admit¬ 
ted to having occupied them at one time 
and there were a lot of locals who didn't 
know they were there at all. I am trying to 
find out more of the history and got a 
copy of the occurrence book from the 
1880s at the records office. 

• WHAT do you like about the town? 

It is a busy little place, the scale of it is just 
right. It was a bit tough breaking in as an 
outsider, people don't change account¬ 
ants easily, and the professionals here are 
still very formal. My brother works in Lon¬ 
don and he hasn't worn a tie in ten years 
but I haven't managed to get out of my 
suit yet. I like dealing with small busi¬ 
nesses and there are a surprising amount 
of cottage industries dealing internation¬ 
ally, and small engineers working out of 
garages around here. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the 
lottery? 

When I was young, I always thought I 
would be a farmer one day so I would 
have a small holding, growing fruit and 
veg with a pig and a cow and chickens, 
but not sheep. My dad's cousin had sheep 
and there are so many things that can go 
wrong with them 

• WHAT do you like most about being 
an accountant? 

I love solving the problems people come 
to me with and helping them. I do enjoy 
basic book keeping and when I get little 
charities I will do them myself to keep a 
hand in. It is nice to help people on their 
way, 20 years ago they would have gone 
to their bank for business advice but most 
banks don't have that role anymore and 
with my own experience as a business¬ 
man, I can advise them from my own per¬ 
spective as well. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

At home I love vegetable gardening and 
we have a few chickens which gets me 
out of the house. I do a lot of reading and 
enjoy crime novels at the moment, Ian 
Rankin mostly, but I like reading all sorts 
including military history. 

• IS there a military connection? 

I used to be in the territorials, when I was 
161 was going to join the army but I failed 
Sandhurst selection which probably 
turned out to be a good thing. I was in the 
territorials for ten years and stopped 


when we moved to Somerset. I was due 
for a promotion which would have meant 
giving up more of my time. 

• ARE you musical at all? 

I play the drum in a drum and fife band. I 
started when I was in the cadets but gave 
up when I left uni and joined the territo¬ 
rials. I came back to it ten years ago when 
I found a society on the internet. We meet 
in London. 

We play in the Lord Mayor's Show every 
year, which is hard work as it is only two 
miles out and back but very slow as peo¬ 
ple feed in from all different places. We 
also play for the Army Benevolent Fund 
and the Royal British Legion in the Home 
Counties and go to the Pearly King and 
Queens day in London. That is amazing, 
there are no other people quite like them. 

• IF YOU could time travel where 
would you go? 

A gentleman's residence in the Edwardian 
period, just pre-First World War. It was an 
interesting time of great changes and yet 
a time you can still identify with the cloth¬ 
ing and houses. If I was going to build a 
place that is the style I would choose, I like 
my comfort so although I like the me¬ 
dieval period, I wouldn't want to live 
there. 

• WHAT would you like on your desert 
island? 

A library, some nice strong breakfast tea 
and my penknife. I have always had a 
penknife in my pocket since I was a child. 

• WOULD you consider yourself lucky? 
I think I must be, I had polio when I was 
four, during the last big epidemic before 
they brought in the vaccine. I had a good 
doctor who spotted it quickly. I was left 
with one leg half an inch shorter than the 
other and couldn't play rugby because I 
had a weak neck and when I tried boxing 
was told to swim instead. Then when I 
was in the territorials on the grenade 
range, a live one went off just in front of 
me, I was the supervising officer and 
someone lobbed one when I wasn't ex¬ 
pecting it. 

• DO you have any interesting memo¬ 
ries? 

One of my first accountancy jobs was 
with a tea broker in the city. He had to 
taste tea and his taste buds were so al¬ 
tered by it that to enjoy a cup of tea he 
had to drink it three times stronger than 
normal, it would look bright orange with 
the milk in. All his accountancy records 
were handwritten in beautiful script and 
tea dust would fill the room when you 
opened his books. There were creaky 
stairs and the whole place was quite Dick¬ 
ensian.

Martina Cole's eye opening account of life on the wrong side of the tracks 


CRIME thrillers have never really been my number one 
choice when it comes to fiction, but as I was recom¬ 
mended this by a good friend, who insisted there's just 
something about it I'd find exciting, I thought it might be 
worth a read. 

The Business, by Martina Cole, is set in the East End of 
London from the late seventies up until the present day. 
It's a sorrowful tale of drugs, prostitution and family be¬ 
trayal. Based around the Dooley family, the story of The 
Business ends and begins with the dramatic and selfish 
Imelda. Pregnant as a teenager with a father not to be 
messed with, Imelda tells a lie that literally causes mur¬ 
ders. When Mary Dooley's husband is killed, she knows 
she must graft to keep the family afloat. As successful 
in this as she is, she still has to watch her daughter's life 
spiral into a vicious, hate fuelled cycle of prostitution 
and drugs. Unfortunately, caught up in this carnage 
are Mary's adored grandchildren, Jordanna and Kenny. 

The story of Imelda's downfall, however much she 
welcomes it, is moving as it reflects the plight of so 
many people caught in drug addictions and lifestyles. 
It reminds you that it happens all around us and that 
in some places, it really is an everyday occurrence. 
What Martina Cole does well, is that while you read 
the story with much sadness, you never feel sorry for 
Imelda. Cole paints us a very clear picture of a selfish 
and manipulative person and it is a fantastic psy¬ 


chological profile of a liar and cheat. She has done a fan¬ 
tastic job at creating a character that you not only loathe, 
but are fascinated by. No matter how nasty Imelda may 
be, like all the characters surrounding her in the book, you 
are left with a craving to know why she does the things 
does. The issue is how often Cole feels the need to reiter¬ 
ate this in the narrative. I did find it slightly tedious to be 
told over and over that Imelda is not a nice person. 

This repetitive nature doesn't end with Imelda either. 
The story itself has very little dialogue between charac¬ 
ters, with huge chunks of narrative that sometimes, with 
the additional or extraction of a word here or there, could 
be literally word for word. The worst of all being parts of 
Mary Dooley's story. However, this wasn't overly damag¬ 
ing to my enjoyment of the story as the good thing about 
The Business, is that you really are intrigued to find out 
what is going to happen Imelda. Will she be held ac¬ 
countable for all the terrible things she's done? Will her 
children survive her crazy, drug-fuelled existence? It con¬ 
tinued to hold my interest. 

My only real problem with Martina Cole's The Business, 
is the part of the story that belongs to Imelda's daughter, 
Jordanna. Jordanna is only a young child for the main part 
of the story, yet her point of view is written like an adult 
train of thought. While this is useful to the reader to fully 
understand the situation, I couldn't help but find it unbe¬ 
lievable to read such thoughts as if from the point of view 


of child. Certainly the language in which it is written will 
be adult, but there are overly complicated trains of 
thoughts and processes that bothered me. Sympathy 
should lie with Jordanna because of the heinous up¬ 
bringing she's had, but I found it hard to feel anything to¬ 
wards this poor little girl due to the flaw in the telling of 
her perspective. The character didn't seem real enough. 

The Business, whilst not the best thriller I've ever read, 
was overall still an enjoyable read. It's upsetting in places 
and irritating in others, but what Cole doesn't fail to do is 
bring you an enticing story that gets you hooked. It won't 
move you to tears, but this is an ideal read for a holiday or 
just for one of those days where you fancy some light en¬ 
tertainment rather than an epic novel.

Digger's mate - one to watch! 


THERE was mixed fortunes for local trainer Bob 
Buckler's horses last week with Digger's Mate 
showing that he may be the new star of the stable 
with a superb run in the Class 1 two mile Betfair Mo¬ 
bile For Best Prices Bumper at Newbury on Friday 
writes Stuart Broom. 

The four-year-old, making his racecourse debut, 
was the 66-1 outsider in what Buckler described as 
"the strongest field there will be for a bumper race 
in the UK this year'. 

A thrilled Buckler said: "He was very, very impres¬ 
sive; he is a serious horse! It was run at a good pace; 
it wasn't a last minute sprint; and to perform as he 
did was brilliant. 

"He had six high class horses behind him, several 
of whom have won races this season. He learned an 
awful lot from it and ate up well that evening. 

"It was an educational race for him, and we in¬ 
tended not to run him again this season, but we will 
wait to see how he reacts in recovery, and if we can 


find the right race, we may well give him another 
run. 

"He's a huge horse, the biggest I have trained, and 
he needs the right ground and a big, galloping track 
like Newbury, which will also attract better quality 
runners, but he looked a very good prospect and 
could be an excellent chaser for the future." 

The following day stable star The Sawyer pro¬ 
duced another typical workmanlike performance in 
the Betfair Ascot Chase (Grade 1) at Ascot. 

The 100-1 rank outsider in a field of top class 
horses, the 12-year-old did not have the pace to con¬ 
test the finish, but he jumped immaculately to finish 
sixth of eight and earn his owner almost £2000. 

"Age is beginning to catch up with him now, and 
it all went a bit too quick for him, and the ground 
was the better side of what he would have wanted. 

"However he put in a first class performance and 
kept galloping to the line," said Buckler. 

There was however disappointment for the stables 


two other runners, Ballyegan and Saint Peray, 
who contested the Bathwick Tyres Bridgwater Hand¬ 
icap Chase over 3 miles one furlong at Wincanton, 
also on Saturday, where heavy rain put paid to their 
chances. 

"The ground turned horrible, really horrible," said 
Buckler. "The frost had got into the top of the ground 
and lifted it a little bit, we then had torrential rain 
before the racing and that turned it really sticky. 
Only four of the 11 runners finished, that's how the 
ground can affect the situation. 

"Ballyegan's wind problem is obviously getting 
much worse; even with the tongue-tie fitted he was 
finding it difficult; whilst Saint Peray does like the 
ground, although we knew that. 

"The problem was the weather was fine when we 
got there but the downpour turned the ground so 
quickly. He will not race again this season. If he is 
choking it is obviously hurting him, and I don't want 
to disappoint him anymore."

Rusty Chard do just enough 


I T occurred to me on Saturday last that it 
was ages since I had watched a game at 
CHARD. Shame on me rather! 

They have been playing pretty good rugby 
football this season and I decided to rectify 
my omission and take in their game against 
CIRENCESTER. 

CHARD 34 CIRENCESTER 8 

CONDITIONS were heavy underfoot at Park 
Field and the visitors chose to play with the 
slight slope in the first period. 

The first few minutes were evenly con¬ 
tested, although the home side did give a 
taste of things to come when they drove 
their opponents back 10 yards at the initial 
lineout. 

They continued to establish an edge for¬ 
ward and forced the visitors on to the defen¬ 
sive throughout the first quarter.
